This letter is being sent on behalf of East Central Community College to outline our 
qualifications as a host site for The Way We Worked. As project director, I sincerely 
hope that the MS Humanities Council will give serious consideration to our proposal and 
grant us the honor of displaying this traveling exhibition. 

East Central Community College is a public two-year institution located in the county 
seat of Decatur, MS. We serve the five county area of Leake, Neshoba, Newton, Scott, 
and Winston counties, but claim students from across the state. We have over 220 full 
time faculty and staff members who serve a student population of approximately 2300. 

In addition to our campus population we welcome hundreds (f/7ousancfe?j of student, 
professional and community visitors to our campus throughout the year. We maintain 
standard weekday working hours of 8:00 - 4:30 throughout the week and are open 
throughout the year. However, as an educational institution we adhere to an academic 
calendar and conduct more campus activities between the months of August and May. 
We respectfully request that this be considered during your evaluation of our proposal. 

If selected to host The Way We Worked , we would organize and display the exhibition in 
the Gordon Room of our Mabry cafeteria complex. The Gordon Room is a private facility 
that is reserved for administrative functions and special events. It is located next to our 
school cafeteria, which will make the exhibit convenient to our students, faculty and staff 
while remaining easily accessible to even the most casual campus visitor. It is 18 feet 
by 40 feet in dimensions thereby exceeding the minimum requirements of 600 square 
feet. The room has overhead lighting throughout and there are no windows to interfere 
with the uniformity of the lighting conditions. There is only one entrance, which will be 
monitored by a volunteer staff to ensure the security of the displays. We would open the 
exhibit to the public from 9:00 am until 3:00 pm, providing sufficient time and viewing 
opportunities for prospective visitors. In terms of accessibility, visibility, and security, the 
Gordon room should serve as an exemplary space to house The Way We Worked.

Developed for rural 
audiences and small museums, libraries, community centers and other non¬ 
profit organizations with limited access to traveling exhibits, The Way We 
addresses work in America over the past 150 years, documenting the lives of 
ordinary Americans: miners, teachers, doctors, agricultural workers, 
construction workers, industrial workers, military personnel, law 
enforcement officers, professional athletes, computer techs and myriad 
others, and showing that each is integral to the functioning of our economy 
and the defining of our culture.

MSU Professor Discusses MS Poultry Industry at ECCC Event 

Dr. G. Wallace Morgan, Professor Emeritus of Poultry Science at Mississippi State 
University in Starkville, spoke on The Scope and Significance of the Poultry 
Industry in Mississippi during a special presentation held March 20, 2014, at East 
Central Community College in Decatur. Dr. Morgan’s remarks were provided as 
part of Workforce Appreciation Day in association with ECCC’s hosting of The 
Way We Worked, a Smithsonian Institution Traveling Exhibition utilizing 
photographs from the National Archives and Records Administration. The exhibit 
is on display in the Gordon Room of Mabry Memorial Cafeteria through Friday, 
March 28, 2104. During his remarks, Dr. Morgan noted Mississippi has the largest 
egg producer (Cal-Maine Foods) in the nation and the state ranks in the top five in 
broiler production, as two million broiler chickens are produced each day. He 
also pointed out 28,000 Mississippians are directly employed in the poultry 
industry and 27,000 are indirectly employed. Dr. Morgan said MS poultry exports 
were valued at 314 million in total sales in 2010. “The poultry industry touches us 
all,” he concluded. The Way We Worked is part of the “Museum on Main Street” 
project, a national/state/local partnership to bring exhibitions and programs to 
rural cultural organizations. The program is financially assisted by the National 
Endowment for the Humanities through the Mississippi Humanities Council. For 
more information, contact ECCC staff members Dr. Teresa Houston (vice 
president for instruction) at 601-635-6202, email thouston@eccc.edu or Chris 
Brady (event coordinator/art instructor) at 601-635-6229, email cbrady@eccc.edu .
